! I can now remember, about thirty. 

Two or three years afterwards, I received 

b«cam. embarrassed, 

1 ,.1, not insolvent—and I found it nec¬ 

essary to resume the practice of the law— 
which from the time of my removal to 
Alabama I had relinquished. It became 

ecessary, also, in order to meet my re¬ 
sponsibility and preserve mv credit that I 
should sell my land and slaves. Befoie 
making any contract for the sale of my 
slaves 1 informed them of my situation 
and consulted their wishes in the select.™ 
of a purchaser. They had less aversion 
to being sold than they would formerly 
have had—because I had found it _ neces¬ 
sary to the prosecution of my profession¬ 
al pursuits, to remove from my plantation 
to Huntsville, sixteen miles distant, thus 
leaving them for the last year, entirely in 
the charge of an overseer. In the sale 1 
made a short time afterwards to a plantei 
whose land adjoined mine, and whose 
character as a humane master ^was well 
known to my slaves, I reservedly do¬ 
mestic servants—five in number a man 
his wife and their three children. I mi 
sale was made in 1824, at a time when my 
opinions on the subject of slaveholding 
did not materially diffe. from those which 
prevailed among the generality of plan¬ 
ters. Mv religious professions and con¬ 
nexion will, the church took place in the 
s'pring of 1821. 

For several vears I had no other slaves, 
than the five I have mentioned as domes¬ 
tic. In the autumn of 1829-30, an eldei- 
ly man and his wife, held by an innkeeper 
at whose house I usually baorded while at¬ 
tending a neighboring court, became so¬ 
licitous that 1 should buy them. 1 he inn¬ 
keeper was addicted to fits of intemper¬ 
ance; and while they were on him, He 
would compel the old negro to amuse him 
by exercising his skill—acquired to his 
younger days-in playing vulgar tunes on 
tin. fiddle. The old man being a member 
of the Methodist church, and an occasion¬ 
al exhorter, considered his participation in 
such things as taconsistent with Ins ie i 

gious station, and felt the Necessity under 
which he was placed as a great grievance. 
This in addition to other reasons, induced 

me to purchase him and his wife, at the 

price set on them by the innkeeper. 1 hey 
were not long in my possession til the 
husband found in Huntsville an old ac¬ 
quaintance, iu a gentleman who was about 
removing from Huntsville to the neighbor¬ 
hood of Louisville in Kentucky. 1 ie y 
expressed a desire to remove with him, ot 
account as they stated of their being thm 
brought into the neighborhood of some ol 
thgir friends and relations, who resided 
near Louisville. They persuaded the gen¬ 
tleman to offer for them the same price 1 
had given—though it was not all to be 
paid in cash, as I had paid it. A part 
it was to be paid it) furniture for which 1 
had no pressing necessity. However, tins 
was made no impediment to the accom¬ 
plishment of their wishes—though they 
would doubtless have brought much more 
had they been set up for sale to the high¬ 
est bidder ? Up to 1831 my professional 
business had been profitable and my pe¬ 
cuniary means had again began to accu¬ 
mulate ; I determined to expend them to¬ 
gether with a gift of money I had receiv¬ 
ed from my father about this time, in t e 
establishment of a stock farm, because it 
eould be conducted with comparative y 
f ew slaves. To this end I bought partly 
from an individual and partly from the 
government, several hundred acres ot 
cheap land. In November of that yeai, 

I bought from a Tennesseean, a negro 
woman with her child, a little girl about 
four years old. Before I had made any 
other purchases of slaves, a lady in Hunts- 
v ‘lle who had secured to her several slaves, 
Proposed to me, through her husband, to 
Pledge to me two of them, for a sum ot 
money of which he stood in need. The 
sum to be advanced was supposed to be 
‘heir value, taking into the estimate the 
r *sk of their lives during the time the mon¬ 
ey should be retained. I acceded to the 
Proposition—took into my use the two 
slaves, and kept them on this contract, till 
within a short time of my removal to Ken- 
lucky, in the autumn of 1833. The mon 
e y was then returned and the slaves re- 
delivered to the lady. In the beginning 
1833, I hired from an administrator for 
that year, five slaves, a man, his wife and 
‘heir three children. They remained on 


my farm, till I 

at the proper t..... j -- 

to the gentleman from whom they 
hired. These circumstances, in relatiqii 

I to the pledged and hired slaves are men¬ 
tioned to correct misrepresentations that 
have been frequently made in the North, 
by some of my southern acquaintance., as 
to the extent of my connexion with slave¬ 
ry, at the time I proposed to remove from 
Alabama. They had represented me as 
holding slaves to some considerable extent, 
telling all or nearly all of them i~ 
i avoid loss in any conversion I 
| abolitionism. These mis-statements have 
doubtless been often made inconsiderately 
' and ignorantly by those who would do 
more to injure the cause of emancipation 
than they would to,injure me. Yet in i 
few instances, if my information be cor¬ 
rect, they have been made by persons 
whose knowledge of my circumstances at 
I that time, takes away every excuse which 
chanty can plead for them on the ground 
of ignorance. 

At this time the autumn of 1833, I held 
as slaves, the woman and child above 
mentioned and five house servants. I was 
i then and had been more than a year be- 
| fore, the advocate of the American Colo¬ 
nization society. Ido not now remem¬ 
ber, that my views as to the right of the 
slave to his liberty, and the duty of the 
master to emancipate, were much in ad¬ 
vance of those usually entertained by col- 
onizationists. Certain it is, I looked for¬ 
ward to no time, I anticipated no.circum¬ 
stances, which would ever bring me to 
consider them as I now do. I had then 
ho expectation that l should at any period 
of my life deserve the name of an aboli¬ 
tionist, or draw on me persecutions of suf¬ 
ficient rigor to banish me from Kentucky, 
where I was burn—persecutions, froth 
which the Constitutional JEgis of the free 
State of Ohio, has not yet availed to de- 

^'liefort* breaking up my establishment 
in Alabama, 1 proposed to the woman, to

I objected,utterly to going to Liberia 
then proposed to bring her with me ,

ted by her services for the sum I had paid 
for her, I would manumit her and her 
child without any condition of removal—m 
the meantime, giving to the child such ed¬ 
ucation as I could under existing c.rcum- 
| stances. To this, she so far as herself 
corned, to my great surprise, ob¬ 
jected—urging that she was an entire 
stranger in Kentucky, and that she did 
not wish to leave the acquaintances she 
had made since her residence in Alaba-

tnew nothing. At first I objected, on tb“ 
•‘round that 1 intended never again to pur 
ihase a slave, to be held in the absolut 
sense. . 

He left me, but returned again brihgin 
as an aid to his own importunity the rec 
ommendation of the brother-in-law c 
Judge B., who held as slaves some other 
members of the family. He prevailed, on 
this second application—and I paid the 
price of him to the Executors. Before 1 
consented to do so, we had this under-, 
standing ; that so soon as by the allow¬ 
ance of fair wages he should return me 

, the money I had advanced, he should go 

free ; that, in the mean time, I would have 
him taught to read, and if he proved apt 
to learn, writing and the elementary rules 
arithmetic—that 1 would ask of him no 
unreasonable services—but, that if he 
should fail to perform with fidelity what 1 
1 required of him—1 should return him to 
' e state of absolute slavery, from which I 
.jusidered I was taking him. It was but 
| a short time before 1 became satisfied that 
his character had been grossly, though 1 
will not suffer myself to think intentional¬ 
ly, misrepresented to me. He proved tri- 
flino-, lazy, and troublesome among the 
rest"of the servants. Especially provoking 
to me was his reiterated harsh treatment 
of the little girl above mentioned,for whom, 
as she had no relative near her, I felt al¬ 
most a parental tenderenss. After bearing 
with him for several months, and after 
persuading and admonishing him, 1 found 
it was out of. the question to keep him 
about me any longer. In the month of 
I July I think it was, I gave him a writing 
authorizing him to obtain for Ins master 
anyone who would give me within oin 
hundred dollars of the price I had paid fo 
him, although I think it probable, had 
offered for the highest price, without re¬ 
gard to the character of the purchaser, 1 
ought have received for him one hundred 
dollars more than I gave. It turned out, 
that the gentleman who had unwarily rec¬ 
ommended him to me, offered to become 
the purchaser ; if 1 would grant a longer 
1 credit for part of the sum than 1 had pro- 
| posed in my written note. To this as¬ 
sented ; the same gentleman had, a short 
time previous, become the owner, by pur¬ 
chase, of the farm belonging to the estate 
of Judge Boyle ; so that the young man 
was returned to the same place from 
which I had -taken him. Before the last 
payment fell due, 1 became convinced, 


o desire to compel her to either of the 
nurses I had proposed.I could not permit 

er to make for the child, the election ot | 

remaining behind. So far from being dis¬ 
pleased at this she expressed her full con¬ 
currence =ayin<r, she knew licr child would 
be well taken care of, and every provision 
made for her that could be expected. She 
preferred being sold to being hired on ac¬ 
count of the better treatment she would re- 
ite from a master, than a hirer. I per- 
itted her to select her own master—and, 
order that she might have no difficulty 
,,, inducing such an one as she roig it se- 
lect, to purchase her; I put her price at I 
eighty-five dollars less than I had given 
I for her and her child. The advance on 
the price of negroes at this time won 
i have enabled me to have sold her alone at 
public sale for from seventy-five to one 
hundred dollars more than the sum 1 as ti¬ 
ed. The gentleman whom she selected — 
i and of whose character for humanity to 
his slaves, I had received, on enquiry, sat¬ 
isfactory assu ranees purchased her with¬ 
out hesitation. I was not informed of 
the reasons of her conduct-so singular as 
it appeared to me—till she had rejected, 
both my propositions leading to her unh- 
mate manumission. I was afterwards to d 
by my overseer, who was warmly attach- 
1 ed to my interests, and who, I believe, 

thought that I was already somewhat fa¬ 
natical in my desire to oblige the woman ; 
who wanted me to sell her, believing that 
if I took her to Kentucky, I would finally 
emancipate her-that her conduet pro- 
necled from an attachment she had form 
for a nem-o man, who, he supposed, had 
persuaded her to object to every P r ‘T os ‘- 
tion which contemplated her removal from 
that part of the country. The litUe gu 1, 
her child, 1 brought with me.togethei witfi 
the domestic servants already mentioned 


the arrangement to which he had assented > 

(if such a thing can be predicated of a 
slave,) that I had done wrong in selling 
him. 1 wrote to the gentleman who had 
bought him, that 1 wished to re-purchase 
the slave, that I might give him his free¬ 
dom. His reply informed me that he was 
outo’f bis power, as lie had sent him down 
the Mississippi with a Southern planter.— 
This case has given me more uneasiness 
of mind than any of the others, and whilst 
most persons under the same pressure of 
influence which was then bearing on tne, 
would probably have acted as I did, yet I 
do not seek to justify it. The influences 
whichwarped and obscured my moral vts- 
I ought to have resisted, 
he above statement shows my connec- 

. with slavery for nearly twenty years. 

There has been no concealment or sup¬ 
pression on: my part of any of the fircts 
since I have become an abolitionist. 1 
I have often repeated them to friends w 
have inquired concerning them. The < 

1 emies of abolition have often perverted 
misunderstood them, and trumpeted th 
to the world in a manner not unlike that 
which it has pleased you to adopt, 
should have published them in the jou 
uals of the country, had 1 not thought it. 
would have been impertinent to consider 
such small matters at all affecting the 
magnificent and awful cause which has 
brought in opposition the friends of liberty 
and The upholders of slavery.

I This is the highest ground that the Whig

i rv Clay’s ground. In the history of “ the 
[Life and Public-Services of Henry Clay,” 
written by E. Sargent, of New York, and 
published at the office of the Tribune, 

1844, there is a sketch of Mr- Clay’s ef¬ 
forts in favor of Texas so late as the y ear 
*"’“6—efforts which in a remarkable man- 
in.i prepared the way for the shameful ac¬ 
knowledgement of Texas, which took 
plane at the close of the following session, 
as follows : 

On the 8th of June, Mr. Clay, from 
the committee on foreign relations, intro¬ 
duced a report with a resolution, for rcc- 
ignizing the independence of Texas ivhen- 
;ver satisfactory information should be re¬ 
ceived that it bad a civil government in 
successful operation. Mr. Preston ex¬ 
pressed a hope that the executive was by 
that time in possession of such information 
as would enable the Senate to adopt stron¬ 
ger measures than that recommended by 
the committee ; and he submitted a t eso- 
lution calling on the president for such in¬ 
formation. Mr. Clay wished that the res¬ 
olution might be taken up and. acted on, 
as lie would be extremely glad to receive 
information that would authorize stronger 
neasures in favor of Texas. The report 
.if the committee was concurred in, and 
Mr. Preston’s resolution adopted. The 
result of the call upon the president 
of the discussion that ensued, was 
[unanimous adoption, by the Senate, 
the first of July, of the resolution report¬ 
ed by Mr. Clay, with an amendment by 
| Mr. Preston, adding a clause expressing 
the satisfaction of the Senate at the pres 
ident’s having taken measures for obtain 
ing accurate information as to the civil, 
military and political condition of Texas. 
Similar resolutions passed the House on 

the 4th of July.” 

Thus it will appear that it was on a mo- 
[)n by Mr. Clay, modified on suggestion 
of Mr. Preston, another “glorious Whig,” 
that the resolution passed urging on tire 

president a recognition of the independ¬ 
ence of Texas, whenever he should ro¬ 
ve satisfactory information that it had a 
,il government ia successful operation. 
Mr. Waddy Thompson, also “ a glorious 
Whig,” says that it was on his motion 
that the resolution was brought forward 
the following session, which produced 
immediate recognition.” It was well 
known and understood at the time, that 
this was only a ■ preliminary step to an¬ 
nexation, and accordingly almost the first 
of Texas as an independent nation, 
s to apply for reception into the Union. 
Thus it appears, that as Mr. Clay was the 
first mover of the project for getting hold 
'„f Texas, in J820, he followed it up till 
i 1836, when he moved its recognition, say 
ln „ at the same time that he “ would he 
extremely glad to receive information that.

! Letter from Cyrus Clarke to his brother 

Hamilton, N. Y., July 20,1844. 

My Dear Brother,—Your letter of the 
13th, making inquiries about our neighbor, 

[Mr. Charles Burehard, this day came to 
hand. In answer to your inquiries, I can 

give you, upon responsible testimony, the 

' facts relative to his anti-slavery history.— 

Mr. B. resides about two miles from tins 
plaee, in the town of Madison, and is a 
man of very moderate standing,!?* the most 
varied and extended signification of the term 
and until his late letter upon the question 
of the moral nature of his vote for Henry 
Clav, was as obscure a farmer as resides 
' be town. He has been known by his 

_lediate neighbors as an ‘ abolitionist in 

j the abstract.' During the year 1840, he 
was a strong Harrison man, and expostu¬ 
lated with his neighbor abolitionists for 
presuming upon the nghtfulness of < 
ing a vote for Jatne's G. Birney. On ...... 

occasion, he stated to Elder Woods and 
Dr. J. S. Douglass of this village (who 
have long been favorably known as Liber- 
tv men,) in effect the following; ‘That 
if they would vote for Harrison this once, 

, after that they might put him into any 
place in the Liberty ranks, and he would 
go it. In the summer of 1841, a distin¬ 
guished slaveholdiug Baptist minister, of 
\~Georgid, by the name of Davis, visited this 
village, and was invited to preach in pur 
Baptist theological institution on the Sab¬ 
bath day. On Monday evening Mr. Da 
vis delivered a sermon in the Baptist >n ee ‘- 
ing house of this village, in defence of the 
right to hold human beings in perpetual sla- 
| very. He contended that he was opposed 
to slavery, and then went on to assert that 
‘ American slavery was much milder and 

, better calculated to impress the mind ot 
the slave with moral and religious senti¬ 
ments, than that system of slavery preva¬ 
lent in the days of our Savior and bis 
apostles;’ and, said he, ‘if that system 
' permitted and sanctioned, how much 
rcBo-can American slavery be called 
question by religionists 1 

You will doubtless be surprised to learn, 

that Mr. Burehard defended the man who 
uttered this most blasphemous doctrin., 
both in public and private. At a discus¬ 
sion agreed upon the day following Mi. 
D’s., display, Mr. B. used his influence to 
prevent the presentation of truth—employ¬ 
ing means which even his best friends ad¬ 
mitted were very discreditable , occupy¬ 
ing the evening by interrupting the speak¬ 
ers with frivolous, objections, and defeat¬ 
ing the object of the meeting. 

After this, Mr. B. went to Virginia on 
business, where he saw lots ot slaves sold 
at auction. On his return, he declared 
that he could not hereafter vote for a 
slaveholder, but did not identify lumselt 
with the Liberty party. During the win¬ 
ter of 1843-4, he was thought to be grad¬ 
ually verging towards Liberty party prin¬ 
ciples. Last February, a few members of 
[the Liberty party of his town thought 
him pretty much converted, and m order 
to encouiage and confirm him, nominated 
him to a minor town office, l think it was 
[ for assessor. At this time, lie voted with 
the Liberty party ; but during the spring 
immediately after the town election, Ins 
stability in the party was considered as 
doubtful, until lie came out with Ins let.ei, 

'to the no great surprise of any one,-the 
Whigs saying all along that thev confi¬ 
dently relied upon his vote this fall. 1 his 
case with its comments, and representa¬ 
tions in party papers at a distance tio™ 
[the scene of action, will have vast y on 
ufluence than at home, where the m 
md the circumstances are known.

No reformatory 
power is left in the hands of the people. True 
they may vote, but vote only as vassals. Their 
dictators are not individual;lords, but associated 
despots. The government is practically an oligar¬ 
chy, and not republican. The people have really 
no freedom of choice remaining. They must 
vote for whom, and for Wha* other men tell them 
to vote, or he charged with all the consequences 
of what others do, even when they vote against 

Are the free people of Maine ready to endorse 
this doctrine ? Are they prepared to put the yoke 
of party irrevocably Upon their necks ? Are they 
prepared to endorse this trick of designing dema¬ 
gogues, by which they are to be cheated out of 
their high attribute of national Sovereignty ? Yet 
no one can deny that the policy against which we 
protest would practically result in that. If men 
cannot vote for whom they please—for men rep¬ 
resenting their principles and advocating their ob¬ 
jects, without being chargeable with the guilt or 
consequences of those who vote for other princi- . 
pies and other objects, where is the freedom of 
elections ? “Where the rule of duty, and what is 
human accountability ? Such principles ought to 
be spurned, execrated, condemned, by every true 
republican Christian, and the man or party main¬ 
taining them ought to be voted down if for no oth¬ 
er reason than to put an everlasting veto upon 
-such tyrapical assumptions. 

ONE THING SlORE. 

. The insulting character of /these .principled 
should secure their rejection by a free people. A 
man goes up to the ballot-box with a vote repre-1 
sealing his own principles—the principles of lib¬ 
erty and justice,—and puts it in the box with a 
good conscience.
